"Tho 
English lUtualistB style thoin- 


Bfllves by R ridiculously contradictory name 
—English Catholics. They use almost all 
our rites, aud if you entnr their churchpR or 
are present at their ceremonies it can bo 
hardly believed that you fire nut in a 
Catholic church. 
Tho altar, which in Eng- 


land was once but a naked table with n cover 
and a Bible, is now a rich altar, richly 
decorated with ft cover, candlesticks, can- 
dles, flowers, a cross, or eyeu a emcifiy. 
They have their litanies and a rosary. They 
use incense and our sacred vestments. They 
cross water themselves; they have the holy 
water; they bend the knees before what they 
call the Most IloJy 
Sacrament. 
Their 


priests are completely ehaven: they dress 
like ours, and even now they assume the 
collar, EO that you must know them to dis- 
tinguish them from ours. They say mass 
(after their fashion) and recite («' $/c f«t) the 
canonical hours. They observe most strictly 
the feasts of the saints, and they speak with 
great remorse of Lent, of the vigils, and of 
tbo quattro tempera, only that here the 
liituftlist bark is shipwrecked on the rock of 
fasting, wbich is certainly mentioned at the 
commencement of the ritual or prayer-book; 
but there is a fatal obstacle to it in the 
gastric juice of the English stomach. Ac- 
cordingly, they fast very fully and mentally. 
They have "even their Sisters of Charity 
and monks. Those Sisters of Charity fire 
most excellent women clothed in black, with 
a vail on their heads, aud they wear even 
the rosary at their waists. They assist the 
poor, they visit the sick, they open schools, 
they distribute Bibles. As to the monks, so 
far ns we know, there is only one with his 
layman, 
and he is the famous Father 


Ignatius of the Order of Saint Benedict, of 
Llanthony Abbey, Monk of the Church of 
England, to 
be hfid 
of Brother Henry, 


Secretary, 3S Hart street, London. 
Who- 


ever wishes for similar works has only to 
run over the long columns of tho Church 
Times and they will be found there. 
For 


example, prayers for .the morning, for mid- 
day, and for evening, for meditation and for 
confession, the Angelus, the litanies, the 
name of Jesus, of the Holy Spirit, of tho 
saints, of the angels, of the penitents, of 
the Holy Sacrament, the rosary of the name 
of Jesus, prayers for the dead, prayers of 
Saint Gregory on the Passion, the manner 
of administering extreme unction, &c. They 
will find their exercises for the clergy 
(Protestants), crucifixes to be cairied on tko 
person, and the Gregorian chant, and tho 
concordance of Saint Anthony of Padua, and 
the tracts of Saint Thomas Aquinas, and a 
hundred things of ft similar sort.

time, looking higher nnd further on, we 
raise our hands to God, who is leading by 
degrees, perhaps, the most religious part 
of that noble and great nntion toward that 
fold from which it was unhappily separated.
